Judge mulls over verdict

A military judge reserved 
his decision yesterday on a 
defence request to drop a 
manslaughter charge 
against a former soldier 
charged in the fatal shoot¬ 
ing of a fellow reservist in 
Afghanistan. 

A lawyer for Matthew 
Wilcox of Glace Bay, N.S., 
argued that the 
manslaughter charge 
should not proceed be¬ 
cause it was stayed at his 
client’s first court martial. 

Wilcox, who was a cor¬ 
poral, was found guilty in 
July 2009 of criminal negli¬ 
gence causing death and 
negligent performance of a 
military duty in the death 
of Cpl. Kevin Megeney of 
Stellarton, N.S. 

However, the Court Mar¬ 
tial Appeal Court of Cana¬ 
da set aside the guilty 
verdict last year after 
Wilcox’s lawyers argued 
the makeup of a military 
jury was unfair. The appeal 
court ordered a new trial 
in the death of Megeney, 
25, who died after he was 
shot in his tent in Kanda¬ 
har on March 6, 2007. 

As the new court mar¬ 
tial got underway yester¬ 
day, defence lawyer David 
Bright said the manslaugh¬ 


ter charge was put before 
the original trial as an al¬ 
ternative to the charge of 
criminal negligence caus¬ 
ing death. 

At the time, prosecutors 
said the two charges were 
considered different ver¬ 
sions of manslaughter and 
carried the same penalty. 
The military jury was told 
it had to choose one or the 
other in its deliberations. 

But Bright told militaiy 
judge Lt.-Col. Louis-Vincent 
d’Auteuil that the appeal 
court had only directed a 
retrial on criminal negli¬ 


gence causing death and 
negligent performance of a 
military duty, and there 
are no legal grounds that 
allow the judge to bring 
back the manslaughter 
charge. 

“Under what authority 
can (prosecutors) cast aside 
a stay?” he asked. 

“You can look (for legal 
grounds) until the cows 
come home, but it’s my 
opinion you won’t find it.” 
The judge reserved his de¬ 
cision on Bright’s argu¬ 
ment until today.

More big miners are ex¬ 
pected to follow the 
world’s largest gold compa¬ 
ny into the copper sector as 
its price soars in response 
to China’s growing hunger 
for the metal. 

Canada’s Barrick Gold 
Corp. took a bold step into 
copper on Monday with a 
friendly $7.3-billion bid to 
acquire Equinox Minerals 
Ltd. 

Copper is likely to hover 
at record prices for the 
next few years, because 
there isn’t enough supply 
in the world to feed China’s 
demand for the metal used 
in electric cables, cars, cell¬ 
phones and trains, says Pa¬ 
tricia Mohr, commodities 
specialist at Scotiabank. 


“Copper is much 
more profitable 
than gold... even 
with the record 
gold prices we’ve 
been seeing. 

That’s why I’ve 
been calling 
copper the 
new gold.’’

The price of copper 
closed at $4.32 US yester¬ 
day on the Toronto stock 
exchange, below the 
record of $4.60 set in Feb¬ 
ruary. But Mohr said cop¬ 
per is still bringing in 


“huge” profit margins of 
70 per cent and more, 
while other metals bring in 
about 50 per cent. 

Consolidation will in¬ 
evitably see smaller play¬ 
ers swept up as the major 
global miners look to get 
into the industry and di¬ 
versify with little risk. The 
number of viable gold 
mines is thinning out, so 
gold miners have to look 
to other metals to grow 
their business. 

Mohr said opportunities 
to buy smaller, established 
copper miners are rare, and 
with the price of copper so 
high, many companies 
could start bidding wars to 
get their hands on one.

Now the 
mechanical t 5 q)ewriter may be on the 
endangered list. 

The owners of the world’s last re¬ 
maining mechanical-tyrpewriter fac¬ 
tory have shut the plant’s doors 
because of declining orders, CBC 
News reports. 

Godrej & Boyce Manufacturing Co. 
Ltd. has shuttered its facility in Mum¬ 


bai, India, where, as recently as 2009, 
the company was making 12,000 me¬ 
chanical t 5 q)ewriters per year. 

“We are not getting many orders 
now,” general manager Milind Dukle 
told India’s Business Standard news¬ 
paper. “This might be the last chance 
for t 5 q)ewTiter lovers.” 

Mechanical t 5 q)ewriters are prized 
in India for their ease, efficiency and 
durability. As many as 400 million In¬ 
dians lack reliable electricity, so the 
devices were widely used in the 
courts and government bureaucracy. 

The first commercial mechanical 
t 3 q)ewriter was produced in the U.S. 
in 1867. The devices pioneered the 
QWERTY keyboard layout that is now 
ubiquitous on personal computers 
and smartphones, o metro

From a crevice on the 
ocean floor, the prehis¬ 
toric-looking face of a wolf 
eel emerges from the dark¬ 
ness, all bulging eyes and 
warts bobbing toward the 
camera. 

Most divers off the coast 
of British Columbia consid¬ 
er an encounter with these 
puckered creatures one of 
the highlights of pl 3 dng the 
waters off the West Coast 
of Canada. Sometimes 
called the “puppies” of the 
sea, described as among 
the friendliest creatures to 
be encountered in the 
wild, eager to cuddle at 
popular dive sites where 
they have become accus¬ 
tomed to visitors from 
above the surface. 

“They look mean, they 
look ugly but, just as long 
as you’re carefol, you can 
actually go and touch 
them, they will snuggle 
with you,” says Paul Ken- 
nell, creator of 
CoolDives.com, a website 


dedicated to diving off the 
B.C. coast. 

“They’re funny looking 
things but they’re pretty 
gentle, generally.” 

Kennell, 47, of White 
Rock, B.C., has explored 
oceans around the world in 
his 15 years of diving but 
reserves his best reviews 
for his home waters. The 
tropics are warmer, says 
Kennell, “but the diving is 
also nowhere near as excit¬ 
ing.” 

Lore has it that famed 
underwater explorer 
Jacques Cousteau pro¬ 
claimed the waters off the 
coast of British Columbia 
the best cold-water diving 
in the world. Scuba Diving 
Magazine readers chose 
B.C. the No. 1 diving site in 
North America last year. 

“The diving around B.C. 
is amongst the best in the 
world,” agrees Greg Dom- 
bowsky, curator of 
Dive.BC.ca and author of 
the Divers Guide Vancou¬ 


ver Island South. 

The waters off the B.C. 
coast boast the giant Pacif¬ 
ic octopus, the biggest sea 
stars and forests of giant 
sponges. Under the sur¬ 
face, the water teems with 
a rainbow of life, including 
anemones, sea cucumbers 
and coral. 

“There isn’t a square 
inch of rock that you can 
touch that doesn’t have 
colour on it,” says Kennell.

LOVE THEIR 
REWARDS CARDS 

So much so that it is estimated that 
94% of us are enrolled in some type of 
loyalty program, according to market 
researcher Colloquy. 

These programs encourage or 
‘reward’ shoppers for their continued 
patronage or ‘loyalty’, in the form of 
discounts or points that may be 
redeemed against a variety of goods 
and services. They also enable the 
retailer to track their customers’ 


preferences and trends. 

There are a great number and variety 
of programs, and the list is constantly 
growing. From specialized credit cards, 
to retail and grocery club cards, to free 
refill cards at local cafes, it seems that 
everyone is vying for loyalty. 

Geoff Dillon, a senior director at 
CIBC says "Certainly one of the trends 
we're seeing is that people increasingly 
are focused on value, and they want to 
earn as many rewards as possible, but 
particularly on things they buy every 
day." CIBC's AeroGold card lets you 
accumulate 1.5 Aeroplan miles for every 
dollar you spend at gas, grocery and 
drugstores. 

The key to the success of a number of 


these programs lies in advances in 
information technology. Companies are 
experimenting with new, compelling, 
high-tech methods to deliver reward 
programs. LoyaltyOne, the parent 
company of Air Miles, has just released 
a new mobile app for the iPhone, 
explains spokesperson Jeff Fredericks. 
"The mobile app allows you to find 
sponsors on the fly, check in to those 
sponsor locations and see what the best 
deals are. That has been a tremendous 
success for us so far." 

At the same time, redeeming reward 
points can help stretch the budget. "We 
certainly saw during the downturn, that 
folks were turning to their reward 
programs to stretch that dollar further,” 


says Fredericks. “And, it just makes 
sense. There are a number of reward 
items like gift certificates for example, 
that people were taking advantage of 
during the tough times." 

Today, there are myriad ways to 
redeem accumulated points. For 
example. Royal Bank Avion cardholders 
can use their points at a rate of 100 
points per dollar to book a trip, hotel, or 
car rental. The Sears Choice Rewards 
Program allows customers to earn one 
point for every dollar spent on eligible 
purchases using the Sears MasterCard. 

A common trend is to bundle rewards 
through partnerships between retailers 
that allow shoppers to swap their points.

REWARDS BY THE NUMBERS 



CARD FILES 

More than 75% of consumers today have at least one loyalty card. It is 
estimated that one third of all shoppers have two or more cards, 
according to Jupiter Research. 

According to a recent Leger survey, more than 80% of women 
belong to more than one loyalty program compared to only 69% of 
men, and one in four women carry at least five loyalty cards. 

A Maritz marketing study found that shoppers who are young, 
female, with children under 18 years, are likely to carry a rewards card. 



FLYER PROGRAMS 

The airline industry is credited with innovating the 
frequent flier plans, which were the models for most 
modem loyalty programs, with American Airlines being 
one of the first in 1981. 

The Air Miles reward program is Canada's largest 
loyalty program, founded in 1992, with more than 10 
million active collector accounts, representing 
approximately two-thirds of all Canadian households. 
Air Miles can be earned at more than 100 different 
sponsors with a thousand different rewards to be 
redeemed. 

In 2009, Aeroplan issued over 2.1 million rewards to 
its members, including 1.5 million flights on Air Canada 
and Star Alliance carriers. Aeroplan was originally Air 
Canada's frequent flyer program created in 1984. 



Loyalty shoppers spend more money, according to a 
study by marketing group Maritz. They found that 
consumers who are enrolled in loyalty programs tend 
to spend more money than non-members. 

Loyalty programs increase merchants' sales. In one 
study, it was found that a popular "baby club" was 
responsible for increased sales of baby products by 
25% on average over six months. It also increased the 
amounts purchased and increased store traffic by 5%. 

Almost every Canadian gas station offers some 
type of rewards program, such as Canadian Tire 
money and Petro-Canada's Petro-Points. 



WRAPS NEW 

Technology is the leading enabler of rewards 
programs. Vendors such as RewardMe and Foursquare 
use QR codes, the popular, square-shaped barcodes 
that customers scan with their iPhone and Android 
after they have made a purchase, to collect rewards. 

Manufacturers are getting on the rewards 
bandwagon with promotions that allow you to enter a 
code from specially marked packages and products 
into their websites to collect rewards. 

Programs are more flexible than ever. Companies hke 
Charity Choice allow you to redeem your points towards any 
of a 100 different charities from a wide range of rewards 
programs. Also, the Marriott Hotel Rewards program allows 
you to donate points to benefit the recent Japan tragedy.

As some of Canada’s biggest entertainment providers 
have learned, the personal toueh seores major points with 
eustomers. 

“At Indigo Books and Musie, people want to be 
rewarded for everything they purehase from us,” says 
Jennifer Hale, VP, Loyalty & CRM. “Our response is 
‘plum rewards.’” 

Plum rewards members earn 10 points for almost every 
dollar spent on items in-store, plus up to five per eent off 
books purehased at ehapters.indigo.ea, and there’s no fee 
to join. When they log on to their aeeounts, they review 
promotional offers and information about speeial 
shopping events, along with book and produet 
reeommendations, personalized to them. The more open- 
minded eustomers are, the more plum rewards ean help. 

The same is true for SCENE, the loyalty program 
offered jointly by Cineplex and Seotiabank. Members 
make purehases with a SCENE eard (there are several 
kinds), earning points and redeeming them for movie 
tiekets and mueh more. 

“Our members love to go out—and they want all the 
value they ean get from a loyalty program,” says general 
manager, Shawn Bloom. SCENE keeps up with them on 
Faeebook and Twitter, and through its new Cineplex app, 
allowing members to eheek points balanees anywhere 
and earn SCENE points for all mobile transaetions. With 
the app, they don’t need to earry a eard at all. 

Like SCENE, HMV Canada’s ‘purehmv’ program 
serves an aetive membership. “Our members are all 
passionate about entertainment, but their spending habits 
vary,” says Benjamin Sadeh, manager, eustomer rewards. 
“So we ereated a range of redemption options. We have 
items valued as low as 3,500 points and as high as 1.2 
million.” 

Customers with a purehmv eard earn 100 points for 
every dollar they spend on HMV produets in-store or 
online, redeeming them for new produets, memorabilia, 
in-store diseounts, or for entry in Members Only 
eontests.

This Salmon with Pesto 
and Cream Cheese is an 
easy and delicious way to 
serve salmon. 

1 prefer to use home¬ 
made pesto, which has 
fewer calories and less fat 
than store-bought pesto. 

This pesto recipe makes 
more than what you will 
use for the salmon; keep it 
refrigerated for later use. 

To toast the pine nuts or 
almonds, place a dry skil¬ 
let over high heat, add the 
nuts and stir often for 
about 3 minutes. 

Preparation: 

1 Preheat the oven to 
425°F. Line a rimmed 


baking sheet with foil 
and lightly coat with 
cooking spray. 

2 For the pesto, place all 
the ingredients in the 
bowl of a food proces¬ 
sor and puree until 
smooth. Add more wa¬ 
ter if too thick. 

3 Combine the cream 
cheese and pesto in a 
small bowl until 
smooth. 

Make a small vertical slit 
on the top of each 
salmon fillet to within 
1/4 inch of each end and 
about 1/2 inch deep. 
Stuff each fillet by divid¬ 
ing the pesto filling be¬ 
tween the 6 fillets. 


5 Arrange spinach, cucum¬ 
ber and olives on a large 
serving platter. Top with 
roasted vegetables. 

6 Place on the prepared 
baking sheet and bake 
for 10 minutes per inch 
of thickness. Garnish 
with toasted nuts before 
serving. 


Ingredients: 

• 11/2 lb salmon fillet, cut 
into 6 fillets (about 4 oz. 
each) 

• 1/4 cup low-fat cream 
cheese (about 2 oz), 
softened 

• 2 Tbsp pesto 

• 2 Tbsp toasted pine nuts 
(or chopped toasted 
almonds)

Pesto 

• 1 cup fresh basil leaves 

• 2 Tbsp grated Parmesan 
cheese 

• 1 Tbsp toasted pine nuts 

• 2 Tbsp light cream cheese, 
softened 

• 1 tsp finely chopped garlic 

• 3 Tbsp chicken stock (or 
vegetable stock or water) 

• 2 Tbsp olive oil 



This salad must be served 
warm so the cheese soft¬ 
ens over the warmed 
mushrooms. Use any vari¬ 
ety of mushroom. The 
key is to cook them on a 
medium-high heat until 
all moisture evaporates. 

Preparation: 

1 Lightly coat a nonstick 
skillet with cooking 
spray and saute mush¬ 
rooms over medium 
heat for about 8 min¬ 
utes, or just until no 
longer wet and slightly 
browned. Keep warm. 

2 Prepare dressing by 
whisking olive oil, bal¬ 
samic vinegar, mayo, 
honey, garlic, mustard, 
salt and pepper. 


3 Place spinach, sauteed 
mushrooms and Asia- 
go in a serving bowl. 
Pour dressing over sal¬ 
ad and toss. Serve im¬ 
mediately.

fended by this communi¬ 
cation.” 

So read Chrysler’s 
press release following 
the dismissal of an em¬ 
ployee at its public rela¬ 
tions firm who 
mistakenly tweeted on 
Chiysler’s account that 
no one in Detroit knows 
how to drive. 

In many respects, that 
example signals a grow¬ 
ing trend: employees 
tweeting “casually” about 
their lives not realizing 
that what they say on 
Twitter has workplace-re¬ 
lated consequences. Here 
are some common areas 
of concern. 

* Spending an inordinate 
amount of time using 
Twitter at work for non¬ 
business-related purposes 
is tantamount to theft of 
an employer’s time, 
which can be cause for 
dismissal. 

* Comments posted on 
Twitter can link the au¬ 


thor to her employer, even 
though no connection is in¬ 
tended. Contact informa¬ 
tion on Twitter accounts 
often includes a place of 
work, and therefore em¬ 
ployees who tweet objec¬ 
tionable or defamatory 
material may be mistaken¬ 
ly perceived as having done 
so for their employer, 
which is exactly what hap¬ 
pened in the Chrysler case 
above. Because of this, em¬ 
ployers have a right to 
monitor their employees’ 
tweets, even when they are 
made outside of business 
hours. 

* Criminal laws can also be 
invoked if employees ha¬ 
rass or intimidate co-work¬ 
ers through Twitter. These 
employees can end up surf¬ 
ing the classifieds for a 
criminal defence lawyer, as 
well as for a new job. Fur¬ 
ther, since courts have 
used blog or Facebook 
posts as grounds to uphold 
discipline, they will have 
little difficulty construing 
tweets in the same man¬ 
ner. 

* Also, unlike general Inter¬ 
net use, which is private, 
Twitter posts do not simply 
disappear. Tweets contain¬ 
ing offensive comments, 
pictures or links to stories 
become incontrovertible 
evidence of an employee’s 
behaviour. Like an email, a 
tweet can be traced back to 
the originator, long after 
the fact.

Dreaming in green 

O The WWF’s Green Community program is handing out up to $5000 in 
grant money to any school willing to prioritize the planet 



AWWF is helping to grow 
young environmental lead¬ 
ers across Canada with its 
Green Community School 
Grants Program, made pos¬ 
sible by Loblaw Companies 
Limited. With six rounds of 
funding over three years, 
schools can apply each 
spring and winter season 
through 2012 for grants of 
up to $5,000 for anything 
and eveiything from a bicy¬ 
cle repair shop to a biodi¬ 
versity garden. The 
program is open to any stu¬ 
dent or teacher with a 
green dream for their 
school or community. 

Looking for some inspi¬ 
ration for what your school 
can do? Chances are you 
don't need to look any fur¬ 
ther than your own com¬ 
munity. These grants have 


funded 59 projects to date 
in communities small and 
large, from P.E.l. to the 
Northwest Territories. 

Hampton High in New 
Brunswick, for example, 
created a sustainable fish¬ 
ing and angling club. 
Teacher and project lead 
Hardy Cameron calls it an 
education in sustainability 
using fishing as the hook 
to engage students. 

Projects are springing 
up in Canada's western 
provinces as well. Tom 
Baines School in Calgaiy, 
Alberta, has done some 
amazing work since decid¬ 
ing to perform a garbage 
audit a few months ago. 
The audit showed where 
the school could improve 
its current recycling pro¬ 
gram and the grant will 


help purchase super¬ 
sorter, multi-compartment 
bins that allow more effec¬ 
tive separation of plastics, 
paper and bottles or cans. 

Another great result of 
the Green Community 
School Grants Program 
sprouts directly from its 
source. The program is sup¬ 


ported by partial proceeds 
from Loblaw Companies' 
national charge-for- 
plastic shopping bag pro¬ 
gram, which both funds 
green initiatives and helps 
reduce the number of plas¬ 
tic shopping bags in land¬ 
fills.

Engineers have 
worked a bit harder. For 
2012, Civic updates consist 
largely of a slew of tweaks 
rather than a complete and 
total overhaul. Example? 

The standard 1.8-litre en¬ 
gine is carried over — 
though improvements to 
various components have 
resulted in better perform¬ 
ance and up to a 12 per cent 
increase in fuel efficiency. 

Transmissions are 
tweaked cariy-overs, too. 
Lightweight, cost-effective 
five-speed units in manual 
or automatic are still fitted 
to all standard models, and 
a colour-changing visual 
“ECO” indicator to help 
coach drivers to save more 
ffiel. 

Driving a mid-range 
Civic Coupe through the 
streets and highways of 
Washington, D.C., your 
writer noted the same com¬ 
fortably taut suspension 
feel, below-average suspen¬ 
sion noise and light, and 
lively feel that defined the 
last generation car. 

The standard 140 horse¬ 
power engine is quiet until 
pushed, emits the trade¬ 
mark Honda engine growl 
when opened up, and deliv¬ 
ers smooth performance 
throughout. Even redlined. 
Civic’s engine makes nu-

Inside, revised body di¬

Even your writer’s wide 
and thick firame found no 
issues. 

As usual, Honda’s interi¬ 


or designers have ensured 
there’s plenty of storage all 
around, too. No issue stay¬ 
ing organized on the go 
here. 

Need more space? Civic 
Sedan will be the lineup’s 
volume seller. A Hybrid 
Sedan variant, also im¬ 
proved with more power 
and better mileage, will hit 
the market later this sum¬ 
mer. 

Regardless of the model 


selected, Honda says the 
new Civic is no heavier 
than the outgoing 2011 
unit, and that they’ve 
added hundreds, or even 
thousands of dollars worth 
of extra value to the lineup 
in terms of new features, re¬ 
vised equipment packaging 
and lowered pricing. 

End of the day, the new

These days, 
automakers are holding 
back the power increases 
to make sure their vehicles 
hit certain fuel efficiency 
targets. In the U.S. the mag¬ 




big bodies. So they’re look¬ 
ing for more efficient pow¬ 
ertrain options in those 
generously sized vehicles. 

Ford is right on this case, 
first introducing a 4-cylin- 
der option in the Explorer, 
and now adding this same

The new 2012 Versa

Auto-start is staring up 
The new Rio employs an

Astra was gearing up to be a

Looking for a 2008 or 
2009 Astra? All models got a 
1.8-litre, four-cylinder 
ECOTEC engine paired with 
a four-speed automatic or 
the recommended five- 
speed manual. The manual 
gearbox offers the most op¬ 



portunity for drivers to 
maximize Astra’s 138 
horsepower. 

Astra was sold in a basic 
“XE” trim level, and a more 
loaded “XR” model, too. 

What Owners Like 
Tight handling, fuel effi¬ 
ciency, styling, flexibility 
and ride comfort are t5q)i- 
cally highly rated by Astra 
owners. Those with a man¬ 


ual-equipped model tend to 
rate the shifter and clutch 
highly, too. In all, Astra is 
largely described as cheer¬ 
ful, upscale and fun to 
drive. 

What Owners Hate 

Complaints tend to cen¬ 
tre around the lack of a 
standard centre armrest, as 
well as poor rearward visi¬ 
bility, small steering-wheel 


audio controls and an ini¬ 
tially-confusing stereo sys¬ 
tem. 

Common Issues 

Online, owner-stated re- 
liabihty is somewhat limit¬ 
ed thanks to the Astra’s 
short lifespan — though a 
used model has a few 
things going for it right off 
the bat. 

In addition to what looks 


to be a veiy pleasing driving 
experience, GM’s 160,000 
kilometre powertrain war¬ 
ranty should provide shop¬ 
pers with plenty of 
confidence. With five years 
of coverage, many used As¬ 
tra models will have a great 
deal of warranty coverage 
remaining. 

Be sure to double and 
triple-check the air condi¬ 
tioner for proper operation, 
as several owners have re¬ 
ported problems with the 
system “pulsing” or work¬ 
ing intermittently. 

Note that a check engine 
light and reduced engine 
power could be the result of 
a bad engine sensor, and 
that a “scan” of the engine 
computer for stored codes 
could reveal potential prob¬ 
lems on this front too. 

The Verdict 

A used Astra, especially 
with a large remaining por¬ 
tion of GM’s warranty, 
should prove a confident, 
enjoyable used hatch.

People talk about the “good 


old days,” but consumers 
today have fewer com¬ 
plaints about vehicle relia¬ 
bility than in the past, 
according to industry ana¬ 
lysts J.D. Power and Associ¬ 
ates. 

Still, while complaints 


have dropped overall, new¬ 
er technologies and in car 
features can be challenging 
for automakers to main¬ 
tain. 

In the company’s latest 
U.S. report, which looked 
at problems with three- 


year-old (2008) vehicles, 
overall dependability was 
the best it had been since 
the study’s inception in 
1990. 

However, the rate of im¬ 
provement has slowed in 
recent years, largely attrib-

utable to increased num¬ 
bers of complaints with 
new electronic and safety 
features. 

“A lot of that isn’t that 
(the features) are getting 
worse, but that more vehi¬ 
cles contain them,” says 
Dave Sargent, vice-presi¬ 
dent of global vehicle re¬ 
search for J.D. Power and 
Associates. 

“T 5 Apically, they are fail¬ 
ing to work as the cus¬ 


tomer would expect them 
to, such as the navigation 
system freezing up or pro¬ 
viding the wrong direc¬ 
tions, or hands-free 
systems dropping calls or 
not connecting, or not rec¬ 
ognizing commands. 

For the most part, 
though, it’s offset by the 
added benefit they get 
from these technologies.”

Ten years. A decade. Make 
that 3,650 days. 

Can it be that long? Say it 
isn’t so. 

Say that it wasn’t just 
yesterday when the man 
was rounding the turn, 
heading for the checkered 
flag, the Februaiy Florida 
sun gleaming off that mid- 
night-black car as it 
screamed into the second 
to last turn at the 2001 Day¬ 
tona 500. 

Tell us that it can’t be 10 
years since the car careened 
into a concrete wall, ending 
it all. We all recall the im¬ 
age of a crumpled No. 3 slid¬ 
ing directionless toward the 
green Da 3 ^ona grass. A leg¬ 
end gone. A legacy stopped 
cold. 

Ten years later, there is 
an eeriness that still perme¬ 
ates NASCAR. 

The son that never came 
home one night. The father 
that is no longer there. 

Ten years later. Dale 
Earnhardt is still gone. And 
the racing world is still tiy- 
ing to move on, while at 
least one son still tries to 
cope. 

“After that happened 1 
never wanted to see anoth¬ 
er race track or another 
race car again,” Dale Earn¬ 
hardt Jr. said recently about 
his feelings the days after 
his father’s death. 


“We went to Rocking¬ 
ham (the next race in North 
Carolina), 1 felt responsible 
to go, but 1 didn’t want to 
be there. But after a week 1 
got to thinking, ‘What am 1 
going to do? My dad gave 
me this opportunity.” 

For three decades. Dale 
Earnhardt — the Intimida- 
tor — was eveiywhere. 

With a twinlcle in his eye 
and a devilish grin, he had 
shoved and pushed his way 
to the front, willing his cars 
to victory and driving with 
a disdain for safety. He wore 
an old-style helmet, didn’t 
care for the HANS (Head 
and Shoulder Neck Re¬ 
straint) device and had nev¬ 
er been to a funeral. 

“I’ll be in one of them 
soon enough,” he told a re¬ 
porter years ago. 

“Dale would go up in the 
gray areas,” said “Humpy” 
Wheeler, the owner of 
Charlotte Motor Speedway 
in North Carolina. “Up 
where the angels feared to 
tread.” 

There was a great deal of 
reverence regarding Dale 
Earnhardt in the weeks 
leading up to the Da 3 ^ona 
500 back in Februaiy. 

Earnhardt Jr. said he has 
no problems with that, but 
would prefer to stay on the 
sidelines. 

“Everyone wants to re¬ 
flect and honour my father 
at this time,” he said. 
“What 1 enjoy is hearing
